Je re m y Bent ham proclaim ed t h a t ; 
the su p rem e good is “ the g reatest 
good of the g rea te st 
n u m b e r” .

ues. has becom e the ethical foun­ 
dation of the W elfare S tate. 
B ut w hat is “ w elfare” ? And w hat 
is “ h a p p in ess” ? L et us see w hat 
W ebster says: 
‘W elfare. 1. S tate of faring, 
or 
doing well, esp., condition of health 
p ro sp erity , e tc.” 
“ H appiness. 1. Good luck; good 
fo rtu ne; prosperity. 2. A sta te of 
well - being and pleasu rab le satis­ 
faction; b liss.” 
F o r all practical purposes, then, 
“ w elfare” and ‘•happiness,” in dic­ 
tio n ary language, seem to 
be al­ 
m ost synonym ous. And the “ wel­ 
fa re s ta te .” as we know it. fulfills 
the req u irem en ts of neither! 
As m en and wom en, and even as 
children, all of us w ant out of life 
— m ore 
than anything else — to 
have a sense of self-respoct and a 
feeling of control over our envir­ 
on m ent sufficient, at least to eSr 
tab lish a basic independence.
